Introduction 

Pakistan's anti-India activities in Nepal can be classified into the following broad 
categories: 

i) Exploitation of anti-India groups/ lobbies/ organisations/ political parties, especially extreme left and 
right wing elements, for creating discord between India and Nepal and fanning anti-India sentiments; 

Manipulation of the Nepalese media for drumming up anti-India propaganda; 

ii) Promotion of Islamic fundamentalism and mobilisation of the Muslim community, which is mainly 
concentrated along the border, for anti-India activities; 

iii) Utilisation of Nepalese soil as a springboard for launching terrorist strikes against India with the help of 
Kashmiri and Sikh extremist organisations and by exploiting the readily available infrastructure 
provided by the existence of criminal syndicates and smuggling networks along the Indo-Nepal border. 

Pakistan has exploited 'nationalist' sentiments in Nepal in pursuit of its larger policy of creating discord 

iv) and friction between India and its smaller neighbours. Since the advent of multi-party democracy in 
Nepal, Pakistan has cultivated a number of leaders (see enclosed list) belonging to parties with anti- 
India leanings such as the Nepal Communist Party (Marxist-Lenist) (NCP-ML), Nepal Workers and 
Peasants Party (NWPP), National Democratic Party (Chand), Save the Nation Campaign, etc. by 
providing them with funds and various other forms of assistance. Pakistan has also sought to subvert 
the press in Nepal in pursuit of its one-pronged strategy of undermining India's influence in the 
country. Several leading newspapers and periodicals such as The Kathmandu Post and its sister 

2. publication 'Kantipur' are known to have been funded by Pakistan for carrying out a systematic anti- 
India propaganda campaign. Various other publications controlled by the leftist parties and extreme 
right wing elements have also been targetted by Pakistan for propaganda purposes. 

Of late, the ISI also appears to be focussing on the electronic media with the help of persons such as 
Jamin Shah, a known associate of Dawood Ibrahim and owner of Nepal's largest cable television 
channel M/s Space Time Network in furtherance of its information war against India. ISI officials 
stationed in the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu have also come to adverse notice for encouraging 
misguided political groups trying to create discord between India and Nepal such as the so-called 
Greater Nepal activists who have petitioned the Nepalese Supreme court for restoration of territories 
ceded by Nepal to India under the 1 81 6 Treaty of Sugaulee. the Pakistani Embassy has also provided 
assistance to 'experts' with dubious credentials who have been trying to drive a wedge between Nepal 
and India by expanding the scope of Nepalese territorial claims with respect of Kalapani and by putting 
forward factually incorrect claims of so-called border encroachments by India at various places along 
the Indo-Nepal border. 



Pakistan's Undeclared war 



3. The 1990s have seen Nepal emerging as an important staging post in the conduct of Pakistan's 
prolonged, low-intensity, proxy war against India, the ISI has exploited Nepalese territory for mounting 
major terrorist offensives against India with the help of Indian extremist elements from J&K and Punjab 
who have no difficulty in freely crossing the open and largely unregulated 1751 kilometers long Indo- 
Nepal border. 

The apprehension of a number of Kashmiri and Sikh terrorists belonging to extremist organisations 
such as Jammu & Kashmir Islamic Front (JKIF), Tehrik-ul-Mujahideen (TuM), Al-Jehad Mujahideen, 
Babbar Khalsa International (BKI), Khalistan Zindabad Force (KZF), etc. and the recovery of a 



4. substantial quantity of sophisticated explosives such as RDX from them during the past three to four 
years provide concrete evidence of Pakistan's exploitation of Nepalese territory for mounting 
indiscriminate terrorist strikes against India, there is also incontrovertible evidence that the recent 
hijacking of IC-814 was masterminded and executed by the ISI sponsored terrorist organisation 
Harkat-ul-Mujahideen (HuM), previously known as Harkat-ul-Ansar (HuA), with the help of Pakistani 
intelligence operatives posted in Nepal and the Hum's clandestine network in the country. 



Kashmiri Terrorist Groups 



In June 1996, the culprits responsible for the Lajpat Nagar and Dausa bomb blasts of May 1996 
ie, Latif Ahmed Waja, Mirza Nissar Hussain and Mahmood Kille who were operating from 
Maharajganj area of Kathmandu were arrested in India. Nepal Police recovered around 20 kgs 
or sophisticated explosives including RDX, timer pencils, detonators and remote control devices 
from the Swayambhu area of Kathmandu following their arrests. It was established that the 
culprits belonged to the JKIF and had been receiving instructions in Nepal from the erstwhile 
chief of Ikhwan-UI-Musalmeen (IUM) Bilal Beg, Bombay blasts accused and Dawood Ibrahim 
associate tiger Memon and others based in Pakistan. 



In December 1996, another group of JKIF militants namely Fayaz Ahmed Shah, Gulam Rasool 
Mir and Azaz Ahmed Chowdhary who were operating from their hideout in Lazimpat locality of 
Kathmandu were picked up in India. Documents recovered from the arrested persons proved 
that they were in receipt of detailed instruction from JKIF leaders Bilal Beg and Javed Krawa 
based on Rawalpindi for mounting terrorist strikes in India to coincide with the 1997 Republic 
Day celebrations. Disclosures made by the above mentioned persons led to the arrest of 
another Kashmiri, manzoor Ahmed Danposh, from a shop in Thamel where there is a sizeable 
concentration of Kashmiris and the recovery of around fifteen kilos of RDX, detonators, etc. from 
gongaboo bus stand in Kathmandu. 

In January 1997, ISI trained militant javed Pawle @ Mohd. Shakeel was picked up in India. 
Investigations revealed that he had arrived in India from Pakistan via Nepal. He had apparently 
been given the task of carrying out an explosion at Bombay Trade Centre by his mentors in 
Pakistan. The incident also resulted in the recovery of yet another consignment of RDX, other 
plastic explosives, detonators, etc. in Kathmandu. 

In October 1997, Pakistan trained Kashmiri militant Mohd. Shafi Dhobi associated with the 
Tehrik-ul-Mujahideen (TUM) outfit, who had been operating from his hideout in Lazimpat area of 
Kathmandu, was apprehended in India. One Latif Pahalwan, a Pakistan trained Kashmiri 
militant travelling on a Pakistani passport in the name of Nawazish AN was also picked up 
around the same time by Nepal Police but was subsequently allowed to travel to Pakistan due 
to doubts about his exact identity. Preliminary questioning of Mohd. Shafi established that he 
had helped Javed akrawa of JKIF, Latif Pahalwan and others to exfiltrate several Kashmiri 
militants to Pakistan by using his contracts in Tribhuvan International Airport (TIA) at 
Kathmandu and also to infiltrate trained militants into India via the Bhairahawa-Sonauli land 
route. It was also established that Tariq ahussain, an ISI officer posted as first Secretary 



(Consular) in the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu, had been providing Pakistani travel 
documents to Kashmiri militants to enable them to travel to between Nepal and Pakistan. 

Follow up action after the arrest of Mohd. Shafi Dhobi also led to the nabbing of Kashmiri 
militants Mohd. Yusuf Bhat and Adul Rashid Najjar, both members of Latif Pahalwan's group, 
who had been staying at Base Camp Hotel in Thamel area of Kathmandu. Documents 
recovered from the arrested persons clearly revealed their links with Pakistani intelligence 
personnel stationed in the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu including Tariq Hussain, First 
Secretary. 

In November 1997, three more Kashmiri militants viz. Mohd. Shafi Khan, Bilal Ahmed sofi and 
Mohd. Ishfaq, who were in contact with Latif Pahalwan @ Nawazish AN and operating from a 
rented house in Thamel area of Kathmandu were rounded up in India. Investigations revealed 
that these individuals were to have travelled to Pakistan for training on the strength of 
documentation arranged by the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu.

10. In November 1997, three more Kashmiri militants viz. Mohd. Shafi Khan, Bilal Ahmed sofi and 
Mohd. Ishfaq, who were in contact with Latif Pahalwan @ Nawazish Ali and operating from a 
rented house in Thamel area of Kathmandu were rounded up in India. Investigations revealed that 
these individuals were to have travelled to Pakistan for training on the strength of documentation 
arranged by the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 

In the last week of January 1 998, Mohd Altaf Khan, Divisional Commander of Al-Jehad 
Mujahideen who had been stationed in Kathmandu, was apprehended. Interrogation of Altaf Khan 
once again confirmed the links of Kashmir militants with intelligence operatives based in the 
Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu, who were facilitating their movement between India and 

11. Pakistan via Nepal. It was also established that Altaf Khan had been receiving instructions in 
Kathmandu from his Pakistan based ISI 'handlers', for carrying out subversive activities in India. 

In June 1 998, a militant network led by Bashir Ahmed @ Basharat, operating from Kathmandu and 
receiving instructions fro JKIF Chief Bilal Beg, was exposed. Further investigations led to the 
apprehension of the persons involved in the Shalimar Express bomb blast near Jammu in May 
1998. 

In March 1999, Javed Ahmed Munshi @ Nasir Ahmed Bhat @ Biul Papa, an area Commander of 
TUM and associate of Mohd. Shafi Dhobi, was apprehended. He disclosed that he had been 
travelling frequently between Nepal and Bangladesh. Follow-up investigations led to the recovery 
of a consignment of 5 kilograms of RDX in Kathmandu from one of his Nepali associates.

There is now ample evidence to prove that the recent hijacking of IC-814 was masterminded by 
the ISI and carried out by the Harkat ul Mujahideen (HuM), previously known as Harkat ul Ansar 
(HuA). The operation was facilitated by intelligence operatives posted in the Pakistani Embassy in 
Kathmandu such as Mohd. Arshad Cheema, First Secretary who had come to the adverse notice 
of Indian and Nepalese security agencies in the past as well for his role in promoting terrorist 
activities directed against India from Nepalese soil. Ominously, HuM and HuA are reported to be 
13. establishing their network (see enclosed note) in Nepal; a development which has grave security 
implications for both countries. 



Meanwhile, a number of key operators sustaining the Kashmiri militants' network in Nepal 
continue to remain at large. They include Pup Wawa and Munir @ Manzoor Ahmed of Al-Umar 
Mujahideen outfit, Javed Ahmed Chhanga, a suspected associate of Bilal Ahmed Beg employed in 
'Paragon Arts', a handicrafts shop in Pokhara, Gulam Ahmed Khwaja, a 'hawala' operator and 
owner of Kashmiri handicraft shop M/s Victor Crafts in Durbar Marg and M/s Gosia Arts in Thamel, 
Khwaja's brother-in-law and suspected Al-Jehad activist Bilal Ahmed Bhatt @ Fillah, Hakim 
14. Guldin, another 'hawala' operator and owner of M/s Oriental Arts in Thamel, Shakeel Ahmed @ 
Mun Bisati suspected to be staying near Kesar Mahal locality in Kathmandu, Maqbool Beigh @ 
Mac, owner of Mac's Arts Industries Corporation at Baidam Lake Side in Pokhara and others. 
Available inputs also suggest that important militant leaders such as JKIF Chief Bilal Ahmed Beg 
and javed Ahmed Mir @ Nalka of JKLF are in regular touch with their associates in Kathmandu 
and may also be planning to visit Nepal in the future. 



Sikh Militants 



Sikh militants belonging to different outfits continue to use Nepal as a transit point and for 
receiving instructions, funds, etc. From abroad. In May 1996, Mohinder Pal Singh Khalsa, 
a wanted KZF militant who was apprehended, disclosed that he had been operating from 
Birganj where Sikh militants have been known to frequently take shelter. In July 1996, 
Kanwar Pal Singh @ Bittoo, a hardcore BKI terrorist based in Bangkok, was deported to 
India via Kathmandu. In September 1996, Amarjit Singh, a former President of ISYF and 
his associate Lakhwinder Singh were intercepted at TIA on their arrival from Karachi. 
Disclosures made by the above persons and other inputs revealed that prominent Nepal 
based Khalistan sympathises such as Joga Singh, Babbar Khalsa International (BKI) 
coordinator and owner of Mayalu Hotel, Kathmandu, Bhag Singh, Khalistan Commando 
Force (KDF - Panjwar) activist and Joint Secretary of the Kupondole gurudwara 
Management Committee, manit Singh and Sujan Singh, restaurant owners of Kathmandu, 
Manjit Singh @ Goldie, Amarjit Singh and Satpal @ SP, all KZF activits based in 
Birganj, were active in sustaining the Sikh militants' network in Nepal and were in regular 
touch with their Pakistan based mentors. 

In August 1997, Bhupinder Singh Bhinda, an important KCF (Panjwar) group militant 
responsible for the Bhagapurana (Moga, Punjab) temple shoot-out of March 1997, was 
picked up. Investigations revealed that he was receiving instructions from Paramjit Singh 
Panjwar in Pakistan and that his escape from India via Nepal was being arranged by Bhag 
Singh, KZF activist and Joint Secretary of Kupondole Gurudwara management 
Committee. 

On February 11, 1998, well-known local Khalistan sympathiser Bhag Singh was arrested 
while trying to escort a suspected Sikh militant Ajmer Singh across the Indo-Nepal 
border. During his interrogation, Bhag Singh is believed to have revealed that he had been 
providing shelter to wanted hard-core militant Jagtar Singh Panjola who had been sent to 
Nepal by his Pakistan based mentors to replace Bhupinder Singh Bhinda. 

On November 15, 1998 Nepalese authorities apprehended Lakhbir Singh, an associate of 



KZF Chief Ranjit Singh @ Neeta from the former's hideout in Valley View Hotel in Teku 
area of Kathmandu and recovered a bag containing about twenty kilos of RDX, timing 
devices and other accessories from him. Lakhbir Singh, who was recently released by a 
court in Nepal, confessed during questioning that the explosives had been handed over to 
him in Kathmandu by a group Pakistani Embassy officials who were conclusively 
identified as Ejaz Hussain Minhas, Counsellor, Mohd. Arshad Cheema, First Secretary 
(Consular) and Asam Saboor (UDC) who was recently expelled from Nepal for his 
involvement in activities incompatible with his status. 

A chronological chart showing Pakistan's involvement in promotion of terrorism against 
India from Nepalese soil culminating in the hijacking of IC-814 and the expulsion of ISI 
official Asam Saboor from Nepal is enclosed. 
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On February 11, 1998, well-known local Khalistan sympathiser Bhag Singh was arrested while 
trying to escort a suspected Sikh militant Ajmer Singh across the Indo-Nepal border. During his 
interrogation, Bhag Singh is believed to have revealed that he had been providing shelter to 
wanted hard-core militant Jagtar Singh Panjola who had been sent to Nepal by his Pakistan

Organised Smuggling And Circulation of Fake Currency 

Closely linked to the issues of cross-border terrorism and Islamic fundamentalism is the 
widespread misuse of the Indo-Nepal border by organised smuggling networks and other 
criminal syndicates. As mentioned above, the ISI has made full use of the smuggling/criminal 
infrastructure on both sides of the border to further its own agenda of promoting terrorism in 
India. 



Organised smuggling - euphemistically referred to as unauthorised trade - has been a major 
irritant in Indo-Nepal relations for many years despite various bilateral agreements that have 
been in force for controlling this undesirable phenomenon. The roots of the problem lie in 
Nepal's underdeveloped economy, which survives on tourism and trade. An inordinately large 
proportion of Nepal's foreign trade consists of movement of third country goods ranging from 
cardamom and raw silk to ball bearings, electronic items, computer parts, gold etc. which are 
imported far in excess of domestic requirement by Nepalese businessmen and diverted to the 
Indian market either by land route after these items reach Nepal or while in transit itself from 
Calcutta port which handles the bulk of Nepal's foreign trade. The value of such unauthorised 
trade is estimated to be roughly around Rs. 5,000 crores per annum resulting in a revenue loss 
of about Rs. 500 crores to India. 



The most disturbing trend from the security point of view is that the major item of smuggling is 
gold which is brought from international markets in Dubai, Hongkong, Singapore, etc. by air to 
Kathmandu and, thereafter, smuggled to Indian overland. Official figures show that in 1996-97, 
as against an estimated domestic requirement of less than 10 metric tons, Nepal imported about 
60 metric tons of gold worth around Rs. 2000 crores. Unofficial estimates are that the actual 
quantity could be close to 150 metric tons. It is well known that most of the gold trade in Nepal is 



controlled by the ISI backed Dawood Ibrahim criminal network , with the Mohd. Dosa group 
being the main suppliers. 

Mirza Dilshad Beg, a prominent Nepalese MP who was gunned down in Kathmandu (1998) was 
one of the lynchpins of the Dawood group's Nepal operations on account of the vast network of 
smuggling contacts on both sides of the border built up by him during his long career in crime 
and also the political connections that he came to acquire later. Most prominent names 
associated with gold smuggling in Nepal such as Jamim Shanh @ Jammu (owner of the cable 
TV company M/s Space time Network), Salim Shah and his son Tahir Shah @ Tappu (both 
suspected to have provided shelter in the past to persons accused in the Bombay blasts case) 
Deepak Malhotra, Prakash Tibrewala, Shankar golyan, Binod Bhimsaria, Anil Jatiya (all local 
businessmen with dubious backgrounds) have business links which can be traced back to the 
Dawood network operating from Dubai and other places in the Middle East. 



As in the case of the 1993 Bombay blasts, this readily available smuggling infrastructure has 
provided excellent operational opportunities to the ISI for its subversive activities although, 
ordinarily, the smuggler-criminal network operates purely for monetary gains. Specific instances 
of the ISI tapping into the smuggling network for promoting terrorism include Dawood associate 
Tiger' Menon's known links with Bilal Ahmed Beg and Javed Karawa of the so-called Jammu & 
Kashmir Islamic Front (JKIF) and the activities of known Dawood henchmen such as Tahir Shah 
@ Tappu, Syed Abdul karim @ Tunda, etc. who are involved, directly or indirectly, in promotion 
of terrorism. The arrest (November 1999), near the Indo-Nepal border, of Mohd. Qasim Lajpuria 
@ Mechanic Chacha - against whom an Interpol Red Corner Notice had been pending for his 
involvement in the landing of explosives used during the 1993 Bombay blasts - has once again 
demonstrated the spread of the Dawood network's tentacles in Nepal. A detailed Note on the 
Dawood Ibrahim network in Nepal and its Pak/ISI links is enclosed. 



It is also an unfortunate fact that smuggling, which was the exclusive preserve of certain elite 
groups during the three decade long Panchayat Raj in Nepal has flourished on a grand scale 
after the restoration of multi-Party democracy in the country. In the absence of any industry 
worth the name, most parties and leaders have turned to smugglers and businessmen of 
dubious repute for political funding. A large number of political leaders from different parties and 
senior bureaucrats have come to adverse notice at one time or the other for their links with 
undesirable elements in the business community. There are reliable reports to suggest that local 
gold smuggling syndicates have been prepared to offer up to Rs. 15 crores per month to the 
political masters of the day and their trusted lieutenants in the police, revenue administration, 
etc. as consideration for being give the 'license' to smuggle Indian and foreign currency abroad 
from TIA and bring in gold in the reverse direction. While most of the political and administrative 
support for smuggling is motivated purely by the desire for pecuniary gains and does not, per 
se, indicate official connivance of terrorism, the general climate of permissiveness and laxity has 
been fully exploited by the ISI for furthering its goals. The smuggling of RDX into Nepal through 



TIA by TuM activist Latif Pahalwan mentioned above and the smuggling of weapons, etc. on 
board by the hijackers of IC 814 can be cited as specific examples in this regard. 



It is also a known fact that besides gold smuggling, the Dawood group is involved in money 
laundering using Nepal's casino network managed by US national Richard Doyle Tuttle, his 
Indian associate Rakesh Wadhwa and others in which some prominent members of the Royal 
elite reportedly have considerable stakes. In recent months, there has also been a phenomenal 
increase in the circulation of fake Indian currency notes which have been pumped into Nepal by 
the ISI on a large scale with the aim of establishing the Indian economy besides raising funds 
for the promotion of terrorism. As early as in August 1998, Nepalese national Nayeem Shah, 
who was arrested in Kathmandu along with Indian nationals Harpal Singh and Amit Pal Singh 
for possession of fake Indian currency notes worth Rs. 3.5 lakhs, disclosed that the currency 
notes had been give to him by the late Mirza Disshad Beg prior to his assassination. The role of 
Pakistan I the fake currency racket was once again exposed following the arrest of Indian 
national Lokesh Kumar at TIA in June 1999 and the recovery of fake currency notes worth Rs 
62 lakhs from him. Investigations revealed that the individual had been working at the behest of 
Pakistani national Shahnawaz @ Khalid Aslam and his associates Maksud Lala and Shabir AN 
Shah, also from Pakistan. 



As is well known, Pakistan's role in the fake currency racket was conclusively established in the 
recent incident involving the arrest of Asam Saboor, UDC in the Pakistani Embassy and an 
identified ISI official, who was caught red-handed by Nepal Police while trying to dispose of a 
consignment of counterfeit Indian currency notes amounting to Rs. 50,000 in Kathmandu. It is 
reliably understood that the official was in possession of counterfeit notes totalling more than Rs 
2 crores which he destroyed by burning prior to his arrest and subsequent expulsion from 
Nepal. 



Role of Pakistani Embassy 

The foregoing has clearly brought to the recent involvement of Kathmandu based Pakistani 
Embassy officials in creating friction and discord between Indian and Nepal, manipulating the 
Nepalese media for anti-India propaganda and, last but not the least, in promoting terrorism in 
India. 



It is well know than an inordinately large number of the staff deployed at the Pakistani Embassy 
in Kathmandu are intelligence operatives posted under diplomatic cover with the specific 
objective of carrying out espionage and subversive activities directed against India. A list of 
such officials, both past and serving, giving details of their activities is enclosed. In addition, the 



following instances of specific anti-India activities by diplomats and identified intelligence 
officials in the Pakistani Embassy can be cited: 



a) Parvez Afzal, former Counsellor at Pakistan Embassy in Nepal and a key ISI operator during 
1991 , was in close touch with Sikh extremist leaders from India and UK visiting Nepal. In August 
1991 , Pavez Afzal had held a meeting with Akram, a Kashmiri militant, and instructed him to 
target senior leaders of VHP in India to provoke communal tension and offered a reward of US $ 
1 ,00,000 for carrying out the assassinations. 



b) Col. Farooq, an ISI officer, accompanied by POK based JKLF activist Basharat Noorie of 
Srinagar, travelled from karachi to Kathmandu on June 30, 1993. During his stay in Kathmandu, 
Col. Farooq stayed in the house of Gul Rehman, the then Counsellor. Farooq, who was 
subsequently posted in the Pak Army GHQ, had been constantly in touch with Kashmiri militant 
leaders in Kathmandu and Pokhara and had kept interacting with them. He was actively 
involved in the conspiracy that culminated in the Lajpat Nagar bomb blast (May 1996) and the 
unsuccessful attempts to cause bomb blasts in Ahmedabad and Mumbai during the same 
period with the help of a team led by one Assadullah (since arrested). 



c) The interrogation of Yasin Butt, Acting Chief of Ikhwanul Musalmeen (IUM), revealed that 
Ghyas @ Mitha, an IUM activist was sent to Pakistan where he received training for six months 
before being sent to Nepal. Ghyas was maintaining close links with Kalimullah, former Second 
Secretary in the Pak Embassy. Butt had further confirmed that Javed Mir @ Nalqa, JKLF chief 
in the Valley, also maintained links with Kalimullah. 



d) A written appeal by Pakistani Ambassador Kaman Niaz requesting Nepalese Muslims to 
donate generously for a so-called Kashmir solidarity Fund for the welfare of Kashmiri 
'mujahideen' was circulated by Islamic Yuva Sangh Nepal (IYSN) cadres in February/March 
1997. 



e) During the last week of April 1997, Adnan Javed, Counsellor and ISI Statin Chief in the 
Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu, proposed to his senior officer Brig. Gul Rehman that pagers 
be issued to his contracts based in Nepal and India in a bid to strengthen the ISI's 
communication network with its agents. 



f) One June 8, 1997, Adnan Javed passed on a message to Brig. Gul Rehman at Pak ISI Hqrs. 
regarding the attempt on the life of Chief Minister of Assam, Shri Prafulla Kumar Mahanta. The 



speed with which this message was conveyed would strongly indicate that Adnan had received 
this input from his north-east India based contact involved in the above attempt. 



g) Adnan Javed was instrumental in helping NIYS publish and circulate a propaganda pamphlet 
entitled 'Kashmir: Indian Acceptance of Plebiscite'. 



h) Adnan Javed and Tariq AN, first Secretary (Commerce) were noticed cultivating Ramji Bista, 
Advocate, Shyam Dhungel, Radhey Shyam Lekali and Prahalad Humagain, all 'Geater Nepal' 
activists for opening another anti-India front in Nepal. 



i) Pakistani diplomats Abdul Qadir, First Secretary (Information) and Tariq Hussain, First 
Secretary (Consular) maintained liaison with Kim Won Du, a North Korean national based in 
Kathmandu for supply of arms, ammunition and explosives to various ISI agents. 



j) The Pak Embassy spent a large amount of money to cultivate local politicians in Chitwan 
district where ISI agents were active. Jagrit Prasad Bhetwal, an NCP (UML) leader from 
Chitwan was reported to be maintaining links with the Pak Embassy in this district. 



k) The Pak Embassy provided funds to the NCP (UML) candidate from Darchula constituency, 
Bir Bahadur Thagunna, in the 1999 general elections and encouraged him to carry out anti-India 
propaganda with regard to the Kalapani issue. In this connection, a list of candidates who are 
believed to have received assistance from the Pakistani Embassy during the 1 999 general 
elections is enclosed. 



A list of suspected Pakistani / ISI agents / contacts in Nepal consisting of Islamic 
fundamentalists, kashmiri and Sikh militants, criminals and smugglers, political activists, 
journalists and others is also enclosed. 



Pakistani Commercial Organsations 



There is also credible information that the ISI has been trying to set up front Organisatins in 
Nepal in the commercial and economic sectors in furtherance of its efforts to carry out 
subversive activities in India. 



In the early 1990s, Hotel Karnali, a Pakistani joint venture managed by Pak national raja 
Irfanullah, had become notorious for being misused by suspected ISI agents and criminal 
elements belonging to the Dawood Ibrahim network. Following investigations by the authorities 
in Nepal, Raja Irfanullah was deported from Nepal in 1997. 



Recent reports suggest that the ISI is using a Pakistani civil construction company, M/s Sachel 
Engineering Works (SEW), engaged in road construction activities in Nepal for espionage and 
subversive activities. The company, which was originally (1 196-97) awarded a contract to 
complete a stretch of the Pokhara-Mugling road has extended its work in Nepal on one pretext 
or the other. It has also entered into a collaboration agreement with a Nepalese construction 
company M/s Sherpa Amar Construction Co. and has been shortlisted by the Nepalese 
Department of Roads for the development ad upgradation of a 132 kilometer long road linking 
Surkhet and Kalikot districts. SEW is also bidding for several World Bank funded road building 
projects in Nepal including the Horthok-Syangja Road, the Syangja-Tansen Road and the 
Bhairahawa-Lumbini road close to the Indo-Nepal border, there are reliable indications that 
SEW is being generously funded by the ISI which has been using the company as a front for 
providing employment to retired Gurkha personnel whose links with the Indian Army can be 
exploited by Pakistan for espionage purposes. SEW had also come to adverse notice in 1996 
when its then Project Director Rahat AN Rao had contributed generously to a so-called Kashmir 
Relief Fund in response to an appeal by the Pakistani Ambassador to Nepal. 



Latest reports indicate that M/s Pantech Group of Lahore, Pakistan, a suspected front company 
of the ISI, is planing to take over M/s Ganapati Textile Mills, a sick Nepalese textile unit situated 
in Biratnagar near the Indo-Nepal border. Representatives of the Pantech Group have held 
discussions in this regard with Mrs. Chandralekha J.B Rana, Chairman-cum-Managing Director 
of Shir bansidhar Industries Ltd., which holds controlling shares in Ganapati Textile Mills, the 
Pakistani company has offered to invest about US$ 2.7 million, which would be routed through 
some firms based in the USA to which the Pantech Group claims to be affiliated, the Pantech 
Group's proposed move, if not checked in time, could enable the ISI to establish a foothold in a 
sensitive area and facilitate its operations in north-east India. 



The ISI has also attempted to exploit the facilities of Himalayan bank Ltd., a joint venture 
between Nepali promoters and Babib Bank Ltd of Pakistan, for providing loans and dispensing 
patronage to its agents in Nepal, albeit with limited success so far. Several instances of 
suspected Kashmiri and Sikh militants / sympathisers holding petty accounts with the bank have 



been reported. The bank has also received permission to open a branch in Nepalganj which has 
a large Muslim population and where the ISI is particularly active. Continued vigilance, 
therefore, needs to be maintained to prevent the misuse of the bank by the ISI for subversive 
activities. 



Reports also continue to be received of the personnel posted at the Pakistan International 
Airlines (PIA) office in Kathmandu being used for anti-India activities by the ISI. For example, 
Abbas Ahmed, the PIA manager in Kathmandu, has been noticed to be handing over suspicious 
consignments to one Abdul Shami of Shama Restaurant, Bag bazar, a known ISI agent, for their 
onward despatch to India. 



Implications for India and Nepal 



41. The concept of the open border and the facility of free movement across the border enjoyed by 
the people of India and Nepal have their roots in history and have been codified under the 
provisions of the 1 950 Indo-Nepal Treaty of Peace and Friendship. However, the blatant misuse of 
these facilities by Pakistan and the ISI, now pose a grave security hazard to India and require 
appropriate responses. At the same time, Nepal needs to understand that the ISI's promotion of 
terrorism and Islamic fundamentalism, though primarily aimed against India, would have even 
more serious consequences for Nepal's security and well being in the long run. these dangers can 
be summed up as follows: 

i) The existence of terrorist groups such as LET and Hum on Nepalese soil and their propensity to 
take recourse to heinous acts such as hijacking of civilian aircraft, hostage taking and killing of 
innocent civilians will shatter the image of Nepal as a popular tourist destination and cause 
irretrievable damage to the tourism industry which is one of the mainstays of Nepal's economy. 
This, in turn, will lead to greater unemployment, aggravate social tensions and further compound 
the serious Maoist insurgency that the country is already confronted with. 

ii) The growth of Islamic fundamentalism in the Terai poses a serious, long-term danger to Nepal's 
unique Hindu culture and to the institution of the Hindu Monarchy. In a recent statement, LET 
Chief Prof. Hafiz Mohd. Sayeed stated that 'Occupied Kashmir' was only the 'base camp' of the 
terrorist group and that its real war would be launched through Himachal Pradesh in India. It is not 
unlikely that radical Islamic militant groups, bent upon pursuing their agenda of a global 'Jehad' 
against anti-Islamic countries, will focus their attention on Nepal as well in due course. 

iii) The spread of madarsa education and the emergence of an aggressive and militant Islamic 
community will seriously endanger Nepal's long tradition of peace and communal harmony. 

iv) There are indication that the Nepalese Maoists and various publications controlled by them 
have been helping Pakistan's propaganda drive against India. In the long run, Pakistan and the ISI 
may not be averse to training and arming the NCP (Maoist) for carrying out subversive activities in 
India in collaboration with Indian left wing extremist groups. The implications of such a 
development for Nepal's security would be catastrophic. 



ACTIVITIES 



ACTIVITIES OF HARKAT-UL ANSAR IN NEPAL 



1 . In a bid to establish its presence in Nepal, Harkat ul-Ansar (HuA), the Pakistan sponsored Islamic 
fundamentalist, terrorist organisation which is better known as the Harkat-ul-Mujahideen (HuM) is 
reported to have recently (August-November, 1999) set up its units in Jhapa (Damak), Morang 
(Biratnagar), Banke (Nepalganj) and Makawanpur (Hetauda) districts. 

2. In a secret meeting held at Damak, Jhapa (September 1 999), the future programmes of the outfit were 
discussed which included recruitment of new cadres and providing arms training to them. After 
training, these cadres would be sent to Kashmir to assist the 'Mujahideen' in their fight against Indian 
security forces. At the above meeting, it was also decided to establish more masjids and madarsas to 
spread Islam in Nepal and to carry out covert activities in India. 

3. Amir Zafar, a Pakistan national and HuM activists visited Kathmandu (November 1999) in connection 
with strengthening the ISI's networking Nepal. It is further learnt that an amount of Rs 75 lakh (NC) 
has been earmarked for this purpose by the ISI. 

4. According to a report requiring corroboration, one Syed Muzamil Shah, who is in charge of the office in 
Nepalgunj, has been in touch with the Pakistani Embassy officials in Kathmandu. According to yet 
another unconfirmed report, five muslim youth belonging to the HuA arrived (October4, 1999) in 
Kathmandu from Bangkok before proceeding Rajbiraj, Saptari district where they took shelter 
(December 15, 1999) at the residence of Tajmul Ansari, an office bearer of Nepal Muslim Sangh 
(NMS). The individuals viz., Mohd.Sakur Aslam (32years), Mohd. Illyas Hussain (28 years), Mohd 
Sharafat Khan (35 years), Mohd. Hazarat Hussain (32years) and Mohd. Kaiser Khan (35 years) were 
reported to be planning to cross over into India via the Kakarbitta-Panitanki (West Bengal ) route for 
carrying out subversive activities in India. It has also recently been reported that one Mohd. Firoz, son 
of Abdul Majid Alam, residing in Maynaguri, Jalpaiguri district, West Bengal, India is maintaining 
contacts with the leaders of HuA, Nepal. According to the report, HuA is planning to open a unit in 
North Bengal from where it could carry out its activities along the Indo Bangladesh border.

6. A meeting of the HuA is reported to have been held at Chandragarhi, Jhapa on January 1 3, 2000 
which was attended by, among others, by Habib Ansari, President Hayat Ali, Kadir Khan and Siddique 
Khan, all Members. During the meeting Habib Ansari advised HuA activists in Nepal to keep a low 
profile for the time being in view of the increased vigil being maintained by the Nepalese authorities in 
the wake of the hijacking of 1C-814. He also observed that the release of HuA General Secretary 
Masood Azhar by the Indian authorities was a morale booster for all those struggling for the cause of 
Islam in their fight against India. The meeting also called upon the Muslim community of India to 
boycott the forthcoming Republic Day celebrations since they had no freedom under the present 
government.

5. Madarsa Bhutaha: This madarsa is located Inaruwa, Sunsari district.Maulana Hassan of this 
Madarsas come to notice for his links with Pakistani Embassy officials from Kathmandu. 

6. Madarsa Dar -ul -Uloom Noorul Islam This Madarsa is located at Jalpapur , Sunsari district. 
Maulana Mohd. Abbas and Maulana Noor Mohd. of the Madarsa have been collecting funds from 
Saudi Arabia and Pakistan for Pan-Islamic activities. Maulana Noor mohd. is also associated with 
Islamic Yuva sangh Nepal(IYSN)whose members mainly belong to the Fundamentalist 
organisation Ahle Hadis. 

7. Madarsa Guljar Yuloom: This madarsa is located in Sunsari district. Maulana Guljar of this 
madarsa remains in touch with diplomats from the Pakistani embassy in Kathmandu. 

8. Madarsa Hidayatullah: This madarsa is located at Inaruwa, Sunsari district. It has been reported 
that Muslim youth are being selected from this madarsa by ISI for arms training. 

9. Madarsa Insallah: This madarsa is located at Ramnagar, Sunsari. Muslim youth from this 
madarsa are reportedly being picked up by the ISI for arms training. 

10. Madarsa Islamia Salfia: This madarsa is located in Sunsari district. Maulana Abdul Hamid of this 
madarsa has been maintaining links with diplomats of the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 

1 1 . Madarsa Jamia Islamia: This madarsa is located at Jamia Nagar ,Bhokraha village in Sunsari 
district and is emerging as an important centre for spreading fundamentalism in Nepal. Its office 
bearers include Maulana Haneef Madani, president, Maulana Mohd. Ibrahim Ansari,general 
Secretary and Nazrul Hassan Falahi, Treasurer. 

12. Madarsa Samsool Hoda: This madarsa is located in Sunsari district. Mohd. Iqbal of this madarsa 
has been maintaining links with the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 



13. Madarsa Talimuddin: This madarsa is located at Basantpur, Sunsari district. Abdul Majid an 
office bearer is reported to have met Pakistani Embassy officials for the purpose of collecting 
funds for the construction of madarsas in Sunsari and the adjoining districts of eastern Nepal. 

14. Madarsa Zia-ul-Uloom: This madarsa is located at Noorpur, Narsingh in Sunsari. Nizam Khan, 
Zonal Secretary, of IYSN who is reported to have been receiving funds from various Islamic 
countries, has been conducting anti-India propaganda from the madarsa premises. The madarsa 
is run by Al-Hira Educational society since 1985 and has about 450 students on its

15. Madarsa Arabia: This madarsa is located in Rajbiraj, Saptari district. Mohd. Shoukat Thanvi of 
this madarsa has been maintaining links with Pakistani Embassy diplomats in Kathmandu. 

16. Madarsa Daruluruna: This madarsa is located in Rajbiraj, Saptari district. Maulana Mohd. Ayub 
Madani, principal of Jalpapur madarsa in Sunsari district has been receiving funds from Saudi 
Arabia for construction of this madarsa.

Ataur Rehman Madani's contacts in India include Maulana Bashir Madani of Jayanagar, 
Bihar, who has amassed a considerable amount of wealth in recent years. 

30. Madarsa Tehfizul Quran: This madarsa is located in Siraha district close to the border. Maulana 
Hamidur Rehman, a known ISI agent and a resident of village Simrari, Dhanusha district, is 
associated with the running of the madarsa. Hamidur Rehman is known to have studied Arabic in 
Saudi Arabia. There are credible reports to indicate that he is in touch with suspected Lashkar-e- 
Toiba (LeT) elements 

Dhanusha 

31 . Madarsa Al Jamiat-ul-Halfia: This madarsa is located in Janakpur, Dhanusha district. Maulana 
Mujibur Rehman of this madarsa is involved in facilitating the illegal movement of Pakistani and 
Afghan nationals across the border using the Jatahi-Jainagar-Sitamarhi route. 

32. Madarsa Ata-e-Mustafa: This madarsa is located in Bela Birahi Village Development Committee 
(VDC) of Dhanusha district. Maulana Mushtaqeen of this madarsa has been receiving financial 
assistance from the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 

33. Madarsa Darul Uloom Noori: This madarsa is located at Barkatiya near Janakpur in Dhanusha 
district. It has received patronage from one Maulana Salimullah Khan of Pakistan and one 
Maulana Yusuf Kashmiri of Pakistan Occupied Kashmir (POK). 

34. Madarsa Faizul Uloom-AI-Salfia: This madarsa is located at Dhanauji, Katiya in Dhanusha 
district. Students of this madarsa are reported to have been sent to Pakistan for further studies at 
the expense of one Mohd. Siddique of Karachi. 

35. Madarsa Hanifia: This madarsa is located in Ward No. 5, Janakpur in Dhanusha district. Maulana 
Jaish of this madarsa is an important ISI agent operating on the border. Jaish has constructed a 
building in Lohana VDC which is being used as a hideout for Pakistani/Kashmiri militants entering 
India via Janakpur. 

36. Madarsa Hanifia: This madarsa is located at Barkatiya, Ward No. 7, Janakpur, Dhanusha. 
Maulana Gaus of this madarsa is suspected to have links with the Pakistani Embassy in 
Kathmandu. 

37. Madarsa Salfia: This madarsa is located at Janakpur in Dhanusha district. Ahmed Shammi Salfi, 
an office bearer of the madarsa, is a suspected ISI agent who has visited Pakistan on several 
occasions in the past. 

38. Madarsa Zia-al-Asalfia: This madarsa is located in Janakpur, Dhanusha district. Maulana Abdul 
Rehman Siddiqui of this madarsa has received funds from Bangladesh for Pan-Islamic activities 
along the border. 

23. Madarsa Qasimul Uloom: This madarsa is located in village Bhairawa in Saptari district. Maulana 
Faulad Khan, President of this madarsa, has been receiving funds from Saudi Arabia for Pan- 
Islamic activities. 

24. Madarsa Riazul Uloom Fakira: This madarsa is located in Inaruwa in Saptari district. Imam 
Ghulam Mustaq of this madarsa is playing a significant role in helping anti-India/pro-Pakistan 
elements along the border. 

25. Madarsa Talimuddin: This madarsa is located in Rajbiraj, Saptari district. Mohd. Joynuddin of 
this madarsa has been maintaining links with diplomats in the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 

Siraha 

26. Madarsa Jamiatul Banat: This girls madarsa is located at Balkawa Bazar in Siraha district and is 
being run by Al-Hira Educational Society. It was established by IYSN in 1985 and has more than 
300 students on its rolls. 

27. Madarsa Makhjanul Olum Ramoul: This madarsa is located in village Belha, Siraha district. 
Maulana Ataur Rehman and Maulana Noor Mohd. of this madarsa are both office bearers of the 



Ahle Hadis sect and are reported to be involved in Pan-Islamic activities. 
Mahottari 

39. Madarsa Darul Uloom Qadriyah Gareeb Nawaz: This madarsa is located at P.O. Khunta in 
Mahottari district. Maulana Abdul Aziz Ansari has received financial assistance from the Pakistani 
Embassy in Kathmandu for renovation work in the madarsa. 

40. Madarsa Persa Dewar: This madarsa in located in Mahottari district. Maulana Sheikh Aslam and 
Maulvi Shammi Saheb of this madarsa are suspected to have provided shelter to Kashmiri 
militants infiltrated into India from Pakistan. 

Sarlahi 

41 . Malangwa Madarsa: This madarsa is located in Ward No. 5 Malangwa, Sarlahi district. The 
Chairman of the Masjid-cum-Madarsa Committee, Qamir Mian is reportedly connected with 
smuggling activities along the border and has been receiving financial assistance from Saudi 
Arabia and other Gulf countries for Pan-Islamic activities. 

Rautahat 

42. Madarsa Darul Salam Salfia: This madarsa is located in Gaur, Rautahat district and is suspected 
to have been used as a hide-out by Islamic militants. 

43. Madarsa Dawat-ul-Quran: This madarsa is located at Pipara Bhagwanpur VDC in Rautahat 
district and is suspected to have been used as a hide-out by Islamic militants. 

44. Madarsa Faizul Ulum: This madarsa is located in Jokaha VDC in Rautahat district and is 
suspected to have been used as a hide-out by Islamic militants. 

45. Madarsa Falahul Muslimeen: This madarsa is located in Jingarwa Bel, Rautahat district. 
Maulana Abdullah, a teacher in this madarsa is an office bearer of the Ahle Hadis sect and is 
reported to be involved in Pan-Islamic activities. 

46. Madarsa Imadul Ulum: This madarsa is located at Jatarha VDC in Rautahat district and is 
suspected to have been used as a hide-out by Islamic militants 

47. Madarsa Jamiat-ul-Ulum: This madarsa is located in Mathia VDC in Rautahat district and is 
suspected to have been used as a hide-out by Islamic militants. 

48. Madarsa Kalyatul Arabia Ahle Hadis: This madarsa is located at Bairia VDC of Rautahat district 
and is known to be associated with the fundamentalist Ahle Hadis sect 

49. Madarsa Kanjul Ulum: This madarsa is located in Karunia VDC in Rautahat district and is 
suspected to have been used as a hide-out by Islamic militants. 

50. Madarsa Mahmudiya: This madarsa, which is located at Rajpur Farhadwa VDC in Rautahat 
district, is run by the Majlis-e-Tahfuz-e-Khatme Naboovat which is involved in a campaign against 
Qaidiyani Muslims. 

Bara 

51 . Madarsa Hussainiya: This madarsa is located in Bara district. Qazi Zaffar Ahmed, President of 
this madarsa is reported to have received funds from the Pakistani Embassy for carrying out anti- 
Qaidiyani activities. 

Parsa 

52. Madarsa Barkatul Uloom: This madarsa is located in village Chapkaiyan of Parsa district. 
Maulana Asgar Ali Madani, a Central Committee member of Nepal Muslim Ittehad Sangathan who 
runs the madarsa, is a regular visitor to the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu and also receives 
funds from Saudi Arabia and other Gulf countries. 

53. Madarsa Dhobini: This madarsa is located in Ward No. 2 in Parsa district. Mohd. Fazil Ahmed 
who runs this madarsa has been receiving financial assistance from Saudi Arabia. The madarsa 



complex is being utilised as a centre for anti-India activities including infiltration of trained militants 
into India. 

Rupandehi 

54. Madarsa Arabin Asurafia Faizul Islam: This madarsa is located in Galu Mandi, 
Siddhartha Nagar, Rupandehi district and is reported to have received funding 
from various Islamic countries including Saudi Arabia. 

Kapilbastu 

55. Madarsa Almadul Islami: This madarsa is located at Taulihawa in Kapilbastu district. It is being 
run by the fundamentalist Ahle Hadis sect and its premises are known to have been utilised for 
anti-India activities. 

56. Madarsa Bhainskunda: This madarsa is located at Taulihawa in Kapilbastu district. Maulana 
Haroon of this madarsa has provided protection to Pakistani nationals and other anti-India 
elements in the madarsa premises. He is reported to have visited Saudi Arabia on several 
occasions in the past for fund collection. 

57. Madarsa Darul Islam: This madarsa is located in Krishnanagar, Kapilbastu district. Maulana 
Jamal Shah of this madarsa is an ISI agent. He is reported to have studied for six years in 
Pakistan where he became associated with the activities of Jamaat-e-lslami. 

58. Madarsa Darus Salam: This madarsa is located at Mujahini Hardauna VDC, Kapilbastu district 
and was established in 1994 by Al-Hira Educational Society. It has about 150 students on its rolls. 

59. Madarsa Emam Ahmad Bin Humbal: This madarsa is located in Jhandanagar, Kapilbastu 
district and is run by the fundamentalist Ahle Hadis outfit. The Secretary of the madarsa, Mohd. 
Harun, is known to have links with Pakistani Embassy officials based in Kathmandu. 

60.. Madarsa Siraj-ul-Uloom: This madarsa is located in Jhandanagar, Kapilbastu district. The late 
Maulana Abdul Rauf and Maulana Abdullah Madani who are associated with this madarsa are 
prominent promoters of Pan-Islamic activities along the border having links with Saudi Arabia, 
Pakistan and other Islamic countries. The premises of the madarsa have been misused for 
providing shelter to ISI agents, gun-runners, criminals and other anti-social elements. Abdullah 
Madani's close associates include Maulana Abu Bakar Nadvi, a well known cleric associated with 
the Kathmandu based Muslim NGO 'Hamro Saugat'. There are credible reports which suggest 
that Abu Bakar Nadvi has been recruiting Nepalese Muslim youth and sending them to Pakistan 
for training by the Lashkar-e-Toiba militant group, militants. 

Palpa 

61 . Madarsa Noorul Huda: Located at Islampur Darsha-8, Palpa, this madarsa was established in 
1994 by Al-Hira Educational Foundation and has on its rolls about 125 students. 

Gorkha 

62. Madarsa Darul Huda: Located at Bayapani, Gorkha, this madarsa was established in 1 993 by Al- 
Hira Educational Society and has on its rolls about 150 students. 

Banke 

63. Dhamboji Masjid-cum-Madarsa: This masjid-cum-madarsa is located in Nepalganj. The 
President of the masjid Siraj-ul-Hassan Ansari is known to be in touch with suspected intelligence 
officers posted in the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 

64. Madarsa Barkatiya: This madarsa is located at Ward No. 1 5, Nepalganj, Banke district. Maulana 
Abdul Jabbar Manzari of this madarsa and his son are both suspected ISI agents. 

65. Madarsa Gulshan-e-Danis: This madarsa is located in Nepalganj, Banke district. Maulana 
Mansoor of this madarsa has been receiving funds from the Pakistani Embassy in Kathmandu. 



66. Madarsa Yateem Khana: This madarsa is located in Ward No. 14 in Nepalganj, Banke. The 
madarsa is run by suspected ISI agent Maulana Jabbar Manzari who also receives funds from 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and other Islamic countries 



ACTIVITIES OF THE DAWOOD IBRAHIM GROUP IN NEPAL: 

1 . Since 1 991 , Dawood Ibrahim, whose links with the ISI are well known, and his lieutenant Mohd. Dosa 
have been using Nepalese territory for their smuggling activities and hawala transactions. Evidence 
regarding this is available in the interrogation reports of the following. 

i) Subhash Thakur, associate of Dawood Ibrahim arrested by Delhi Police in 1993, and 

ii) Mohammed Sharif, the Pakistani intelligence agent arrested in Delhi. 

2. The Picture that emerges from the Interrogation Reports of the above individuals is as follows: 

a) Dawood's associates have targetted the hotel busienss in Nepal as an ideal front for their illegal 
activities. Dawood Ibrahim had a financial interest in the casino of Hotel Soaltee Oberoi run by 
American national Richard Doyle Tuttle. Mohan Pandey, who was Manager in this Casino was being 
used by dawood for hawala transactions with his associates in India. Rakesh Wadhwa, an Indian 
national and a long term associate of Tuttle who is presently incharge of three of the leading casinos in 
Kathmandu, is also linked to Dawood. 

b) Hotel Karnali, a joint venture between Pakistani and Nepalese businessmen in Maharajganj, 
Kathmandu was being used by Dawood's men. The Hotel was notorious for its links with the Pakistan 
Embassy and ISI agents. Gangsters with links to Dawood, including Sunil Sawant, Subhash Thakur, 
etc., had stayed in Hotel Karnali as early as November 1991 . several gangsters from Bombay and 
other parts of India had met Sunil Sawant while he was living in Hotel Karnali. Amongst those who had 
links with Sunil Sawant during his stay in Karnali Hotel were Princess Preksha (estranged wife of 
Prince Dhirendra, the youngest brother of the King), her cousin Ratna and foster brother Pushpa 
Thapa, both of whom used to live in the Palace. 

c) A number of criminals wanted in connection with the Bombay blast investigations had fled to Nepal 
and lived here in relative safety in the years following 1 993; enjoying the patronage and protection of 
powerful politicians, chief amongst them being the late Mirza Dilshad Beg. Mohd Khaliq, Salim Kutta, 
Feroz Wahid Zafar and Safdari were among the Bombay blast accused whose presence had been 
noticed in Kathmandu. Other gangsters like Arun Gawli, Amar Naik, etc. belonging to Dawood's rival 
group have also used Kathmandu for their activities. 

ACTIVITIES OF THE DAWOOD IBRAHIM GROUP IN NEPAL: 

3. In addition, the following information, though not supported by Interrogation Reports, is credible and 
acceptable: 

i) M/s Sapce Time Network Pvt. Ltd., a cable TV companybased in Kathmandu, is another business 
venture in which Dawood Ibrahim is reported to have invested heavily. Jamim Shah, a close accociate 
of Dawood is also connected to this firm, which is registered in thename of Mrs. Anjali Shah Pradhan, 
wife of Prajwal Pradhan. (However, it is also learnt that Salim Shah is married to a Pradhan. It is being 
ascertained whether Anjali is actually Salim Shah's wife), The Kashmiri Shah family to which Jamim 
belongs has several prominent members like Moin Shah, retired Joint Secretary to the Nepalese 
Government and Mehboob Shah, former Zonal Commissioner and Chairman of the Haj Committee of 
Nepal. Hence, they wield considerable influence in Nepal. Moin Shah's brother Salim Shah and his 
sons Zaffar Shah and Jaya Shah are also Dawood's associates. Soncrete information about the Shah 
family's links with Dawood, to the extent available, is given below. 

ii) Subsequent to the Bombay blasts, Dawood had made a number of calls to Kathmandu from his 
place of hiding in order to confer with his associates One of the numbers he dialled in Kathmandu was 
41 1970, which belonged to Salim Shah. 

iii) One Farina Shah, daughter of Rasul Shah, is reported to be related to both Dr. Moin Shah and 
Mehboob Shah and Mehboob Shah. One of the houses belonging to the Shah family was rented out 



to Dawood henchmen Sunil Sawant, Subhash Thakur and others who stayed in the house soon after 
the Bombay blasts. Telephone No.41 0904 registered in Farina Shah's name was installed in this 
house and was used by these persons to contact Dawood and his brothers for various purposes. 

iv) In late 1998, Jamim Shah is reported to have drawn up plans along with Dawood Ibrahim and Mohd 
Baria, holder of Pakistani passport No.F-657480 to despatch shipments of hashish to Montreal and 
heroin and mandrax of Africa. Jamim Shah is reported to have claomed that he had 18 tones of 
hashish ready for shipment and that his organisation had used Durban port for shipment of hashish, 
heroin and mandrax. Jamim Shah is reported to have travelled to USA in October 1998 and visited 
Minnesota, Chicago, Atlanta, Houston and New York. He travelled toSouth Africa on November 8, 
1998 and is believed to have talked of his negotiation swith M/s Motorola Corporation, USA regarding 
establishign a cellular phone service Nepal. According to Jamim Shah, Dawood Ibrahim is interested 

in being a partner in this proposed cellular phone business. Mohammed Baria joined Jamim Shah in 
Johannesburg on November 10, 1998 and both were said tobe negotiating major drug deals. Both left 
South Africa on or around November 12, 1998. Jamim Shah (also known as Jamil Shah and Jumbo 
Shah) flew to Bangkok from Kathmandu in July 1999 under a false name to escape the attention of 
enforcement agencies. He proceeded to Dubai where he is reported to have renewed his links with 
dawood Ibrahim. He is likely to divert part of the Rs.30 crores (NC) loan sanctioned to M/s Space Time 
Network by a consortium of banks recently for funding drug trafficking. 

v) Sheikh Sharifuddin @ Sheikh Sheikh Faqrudding s/o Sheikh Sahib Miya, a notorious criminal of 
Ramnagar PS in West Champaran District, Bihar, who is currently at his Nepali wife's village in 
Chhapakala, Parsa district isone of Jamim Shah's associates in narcotics smuggling. Another of his 
associates is Badre Alam of M/s Sahara Enterprises, Krishnanagar, Nepalgang. 

vi) Salim Shah's brother Naseem Shah owns a carpet factory in Chandrauta village of Kapilbastu 
district. Naseem was a close friend of the late Mirza Dilshad Beg. Salim Shah and Naseem Shah are 
known to have arranged a meeting of Mirza with Dawood in Dubai in 1993-94. Naseem Shah, 
alongwith Abu Bakar Nadvi, a cleric from Kapilbastu district associated with theKathmandu based 
Muslim NGO Hamro Saugat and Munna, a known smuggler/courier of Dumariganj, Sidharatnagar, UP, 
is involved in smuggling of sophisticated arms into India from Nepal. Naseem Shah also owns M/s 
Savanna Travels & Tours inKathmandu. 

vii) Mehtabuddin and Nakeemuddin @ Nisar Khan, who along with two others wre involved in the 
seizur of 132 kgs of gold at Tribhuwan International Airport in 1994, are also associates of Dawood 
Ibrahimn. Nakeemuddin is related to Jamim Shah by marriage, viii) Dawood Ibrahim has had 
telephone contacts with following telephone numbers in Kathmandu:

Singh, President of Kupandole Gurudwara. 

i) 526993: Ganesh Raj Kanitkar, Harihar Bhawan, Lalitpur. He is suspected to be involved in arranging 
fake travel documents. 

j) 414971 : The Kathmandu Post, then a monthly magazine, owned by Damodar Gautam. 

ix) One Abdul Momin, who claoms to be a relative of Dawood Ibrahimn, was reported to be residing in 

thehouse of one Isam Mukhiya s/o Mohd Aziz, Sripur, near the house of the latter's uncle Fazil 

Ahmed, Birganj, Parsa district. Fazil Ahmed, a resident of village Dhobini, Parsa district is a well 

known smuggler and was detained under the NSA in Bhagalpur, India during the Emergency in 1 977. 

His telephone number in Sripur, Birganj is 22304. Momin's contacts include: a) Emam Miya of 

Kataiyadevkhana 

b) Farmullah Mansoor of Dhobini, 

c) Kajhar Sahib of Birganj-3 

e) Mozamil Miyan of Semarbari 



x) Momin has reportedly been involved innarcotics smuggling and recruitment of students for training 
with the Taliban in Pakistan and Afghanistan. He and his associates are reproted to be planning to 
eliminate suspected agents of Chhota rajan in Nepal including Birganj Mayor Bimal Srivastava. 

4. The following information is credible but not fully established: 

i) Damodar Shamsher Rana, a close associate of Prince Gyandera who maintains links with the ultra- 
right and the ultra-left in Nepalese politics and is a partner inthe casino business withAmerican 
national Richard Doyle Tuttle, is a contact of Dawood, 

ii) Iftiqar Bhai r/o Naya Bazar, Balaju, (Tele No.414025) is a close associate of Sattar Bhai, one of 
Dawood's men arrested in India. 

iii) Nakim Bhai, staying in Patan (Tele No. 523868) is one of the important smuggling contacts of 
Dawood Ibrahimn. He is also involved in illegal sale of arms along with Jamim Shah. 

iv) Naseem Ansari, owner of Durbar Travels, Durbar Marg (arrested in November 1994) is a Dawood 
contact. 

v) One Yaqub Choudhary (60), a Pakistani national and owner of a garment factory in Bag Bazar, 
Kathmandu is a close associate of Dawood. Since the exposure of Jamim Shah, the Dawood group is 
using Yaqub Choudhary as one of its main contacts in Kathmandu. Choudhary seldom moves out of 
his house at Baneshwar (Tele No. 470040). 

5. The following information needs further verification: a) Dawood Ibrahim is cotnrolling smuggling of 
gold, currency and electronic goods to India from Nepal. His associates include Deepak Malhotra 
whose men operate from Birganj and Subhash Sanghoi whose men operate from Kakarbhitta. Jitendra 
Lai Shrestha and Rabindra Lai Shrestha and Rabindra lal Shrestha, both known smugglers, are also 
helping Dawood. 

b) Nepal has been divided into the following sectors by the 'D' Company for smooth functioning of its 

smuggling operations:

6. Dawood Ibrahim is reported to have visited Nepal on several occassions in the past as given below: 



i) There are reprots to indicate that Dawood had visited Kathmandu for four days in July 1993 and met 
the late Mirza Dilshad Beg. He had visited Nepal Jama Masjid and expressed a desire toopen an 
office in Kathmandu during his proposed visit in December 1993. 

ii) Dawood was expected to go to Kathmandu under a fake name as a member of a group of 
prominent Muslims from saudi Arabia and Dubai to attend the inauguration ceremony of the Nepal 
Jama Masjid's new building in Kathmandu in 1994. The Nepalese authorities maintained a close watch 
on the likely hideouts of Dawood but were unable tolocate him. 

iii) Mohd Ahmed Dosa is reported to have visited Kathmandu on Pak passport under the fictitious 
name of Yaar Mohd. Dosa also has Indian and Nepali passports. His Nepali passport was obtained 
from Purushotampur VDC, Kapilbastu. 

iv) Dawood is reported to ahve visited Kathmandu from April 6 to 9, 1998. 

v) According to another report, Dawood was in Kathmandu in March 1998. Royal Nepalese Army 
(RNA) had located a person resembling Dawood in a house belonging to an associate of Mirza 
Dilshad Beg and had kept surveillance over the house. However, nothing came of the effort. 

vi) According to yet another uncorroborated report, Dawood visited Kathmandu in February 1998 and 
attempted to meet the then Prime Minister S.B> thapa and other Ministers in his Cabint to offer them 
Rs.15 crores as consideration for beign allowed to continue his smuggling operrations from TIA. 

vii) Dawood and his assocate Chhota Shakeel are reported to have visited Nepal around the first week 
of September 1998. while Dawood arrived in Kathmandu from Pakistan by a PIA flight, Chhota 
Shakeel came from Hong Kong. Whenever, he visits Kathmandu, Chota Shakeel stays in the house of 
Noor-ul-lslam @ Gama at Jyatha, behind the Election Commission's office. 

viii) Noora Ibrahim, brother of Dawood is reported have visited Kathmandu in the last week of 
February 1998 and stayed in Hotel Karnali, a known rendezvous frequented by ISI contacts. 

ix) Noora Ibrahim, accompanied by Sheikh Lukman Farooqi, arrived in Nepal in the third week of April 
1999 from Dubai via Karachi. Noora arrived ona Pakistani passport in the name of Sarfaraz Ahmed 
(verification showed that one Sarfaraz Ahmed did arrive on April 20 from Karachi and left three days 
later). They stayed in the hosue of Salim Mian Ansari. They were reported to have come to provide 
funds to Bamdev Gautam, Salim Mian Ansari and Khum Bahadur Khadka for election purposes. 

7. Dawood Ibrahim's investments in Nepal reportedly include these following: 

a) M/s Sapce Time Network Pvt. Ltd., a cable TV company withwhichJamim Shah is closely 
connected, is a business venture in which Dawood is said to hve invested heavily.

Lone Gray, General Sales Manager of the 
Canadian comapny who had visited Kathmandu in this connection is suspected to have excellent 
relations with the Dawood group. 

c) Dawood is said to have invested an amount of US$ 100,000 in M/s Air Nepal Internaitonal Ltd. 
promoted recently by Pradeep Shumsher Rana, owner of Kathmandu Hotel. This project is yet to take 
off because of technical problems with the Boeing 737-200 leased by the company from M/s Trans 
Mile Air Service, Malaysia. 

d) Dawood's agents are reproted tobe negotiating for the purchase of Kathmandu Hotel, a property 
owned by Pradeep Shumsher Rana, 

e) Dawood is reported to have a share in Hotel Orient Star (now being run as Hotel Radisson) in 
Lazimpat, Kathmandu. This hotel is a ventur eof G.d. Shrestha and B.K. Shrestha who also own the 
well known travel agency M/s Himalayan Travel and Tours in Kathmandu. 

f) The Shahenshah Hotel, a four star venture on Ring Road, Kathmandu, is also believed to have been 
financed by Dawood. 

g) The 'D' Company is reported to have acquired to licence to construct a five star hotel in Bhalu 
Kharka area, noth of Budha Neelkantha area, on 1 1 1 ropains of land. This is a joint venture withnoted 
smuggler Bharat Gurung (a relative of Nepali Congress MP Palten Gurung of Manang district) and 
possibly identical with Col. (Retd.) Bharat Gurung, former ADC to Prince Dhinrendra, 

h) The 'D' Company is reported to ahve acquired copper mining rights in the districts of Gorkha, 
Tahanu and Rasuwa with the help of Bharat Gurung and Ram Saran Subedi of Naubise. 

i) The 'D' Company has mining rights in Malaysia and sends silver for smuggling into India via the 
Nepalgunj sector. Mamraj Aggarwal, a businessman of Nepalgunj, is an accomplice of Dawood group 
in smuggling of silver.
